A. (FIRST COLUMN) ISRAELI DRAFT OF FEBRUARY 27 (ASTER- 
ISK) 

1. ACCEPTS US WORDING 


2. WITHIN THE FRAMEWORK OF SUCH A SETTLEMENT, IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH UNITED NATIONS SECURITY COUNCIL RESOLU- 
TION 338, THE TWO GOVERNMENTS EXPRESS THEIR WILLINGNESS 
TO NEGOTIATE PEACE TREATIES ON THE BASIS OF ALL THE 
PRINCIPLES OF UNITED NATIONS SECURITY COUNCIL 
RESOLUTION 242. 


4.' THE TWO GOVERNMENTS AGREE THAT THERE SHALL BE 
A JUST SOLUTION OF THE PROBLEM OF THE PALESTINIAN

3. ON THE BASIS OF THE PRINCIPLES OF THE AFORE- 
MENTIONED RESOLUTION 242, THERE WILL BE WITHDRAWAL

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THE CONFLICT OF L967 AND SECURE AND RECOGNIZED 
BOUNDARIES WITHIN WHICH EVERY STATE IN THE AREA WILL

GAZA DISTRICT WILL HAVE THE RIGHT TO PARTICIPATE

B. (SECOND COLUMN) US DRAFT OF JANUARY 20 

L. THE GOVERNMENTS OF THE ARAB REPUBLIC OF EGYPT 
AND ISRAEL ARE DETERMINED TO CONTINUE THEIR EFFORTS 
TO REACH A COMPREHENSIVE PEACE SETTLEMENT IN THE 
REGION. 

2. WITHIN THE FRAMEWORK OF SUCH A SETTLEMENT AND 
IN ACCORDANCE WITH UNITED NATIONS SECURITY COUNCIL 
RESOLUTION 338, THE TWO GOVERNMENTS EXPRESS THEIR

(5. BOUNDARIES BETWEEN ALL THE STATES IN THE AREA 
WILL BE SECURE AND RECOGNIZED.) 

5. THERE SHALL BE A JUST RESOLUTION OF THE PALES- 
TINIAN PROBLEM IN ALL ITS ASPECTS WHICH RECOGNIZES 
THE LEGITIMATE RIGHTS OF THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE AND 
ENABLES THEM TO PARTICIPATE IN THE DETERMINATION OF 
THEIR OWN FUTURE THROUGH TALKS IN WHICH EGYPT, JORDAN, 
ISRAEL, AND REPRESENTATIVES OF THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE

6. THERE WILL BE TERMINATION OF ALL CLAIMS OR STATES

1. ACCEPTS US POSITION. 

2. WITHIN THE FRAMEWORK OF SUCH A SETTLEMENT, THE 

TWO GOVERNMENTS EXPRESS THEIR WILLINGNESS TO NEGOTIATE 
PEACE TREATIES ON THE BASIS OF THE IMPLEMENTATIONS (SIC) 
OF SECURITY COUNCIL RESOLUTIONS 242 AND 338 IN ALL OF 
THEIR PARTS. 

3. ACCEPTS US POSITION. 

4. ISRAEL SHALL WITHDRAW FROM TERRITORIES OCCUPIED 
IN THE 1967 CONFLICT IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE PRINCIPLE 
OF THE INADMISSIBILITY OF ACQUISITION OF TERRITORIES 
BY WAR.

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5. THERE SHALL BE A JUST RESOLUTION OF THE PALES- 
TINIAN PROBLEM IN ALL ITS ASPECTS WHICH ENSURES THE 
LEGITIMATE RIGHTS OF THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE AND EN- 
ABLES THEM TO DETERMINE THEIR OWN FUTURE. IN THIS 
RESPECT TALKS WOULD TAKE PLACE IN WHICH EGYPT, JORDAN, 
ISRAEL AND THE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE PALESTINIAN 
PEOPLE WOULD PARTICIPATE. 

6. THERE WILL BE TERMINATION OF ALL CLAIMS OR STATES 

OF BELLIGERENCY AND RESPECT FOR AND ACKNOWLEDGEMENT OF 
THE SOVEREIGNTY, TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY AND POLITICAL 
INDEPENDENCE OF EVERY STATE IN THE AREA AND THEIR RIGHT 
TO LIVE IN PEACE WITHIN SECURE AND RECOGNIZED BOUNDARIES 
FREE FROM THREATS OR ACTS OF FORCE, AND THE ESTABLISH 
MENT OF NORMAL, PEACEFUL RELATIONS IN ACCORDANCE WITH 
THE PRINCIPLES OF THE UNITED NATIONS CHARTER.
